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Medical  Officer’s  Report 

For  the  year  ending  December,  1908. 


To  the  Tunstall  Urban  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  of 
the  conditions  of  health  and  mortality  which  prevailed 
throughout  the  year  1908.  With  the  exception  of  infantile 
mortality,  which  I  regret  to  state  remains  lamentably  high, 
a  fair  amount  of  improvement  has  to  be  recorded  as  having 
taken  place  in  the  general  health  and  mortality  of  the 
population,  and  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  town. 

The  township  of  Tunstall  is  contained  in  1,750  acres, 
and  is  situated  on  the  northern  extremity  of  the  Potteries. 
The  town  is  built  on  a  sloping  ridge,  extending  from  the 
Burslem  extremity  in  the  south,  to  Goldenhill  in  the  north,  * 
the  streets  being  laid  out  regularly  to  the  east  and  west  of 
the  main  street,  which  may  be  described  as  occupying  the 
crest  of  the  ridge.  The  surface  of  the  soil  consists  mainly 
of  clays  or  marl  clay.  The  chief  industries  of  the  district 
are  the  manufacture  of  earthenware,  brick-making,  and 
coal  and  ironstone  mining. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  at  the  census  of  1901  was  19,4.92.  Since 
then  the  villages  of  Chell  and  Goldenhill  have  been  ab¬ 
sorbed  by  the  Tunstall  Urban  District,  so  that  from  this 
cause,  and  the  regular  growth  of  the  population,  the  num¬ 
ber  may  now  be  estimated  at  28,600.  The  number  of 
inhabited  houses  accordingto  the  census  of  1901  was  3,768, 
while  at  the  present  time  they  number  4,983,  giving  an 
average  of  5*7  persons  per  house. 
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BIRTHS. 

963  Births  have  been  registered  during  the  year.  Of 
these  478  were  male  births,  and  485  female  births,  and 
represent  an  annual  rate  of  increase  of  33*6  per  1,000  living. 
For  the  previous  year  the  figures  respectively  were  888  and 
rate  31*5.  The  averages  for  the  years  1898  to  1907  were 
respectively  825  and  38*2.  I  find  66  still-born  children 
were  interred  at  the  Cemetery.  I  may  also  point  out  that 
of  the  above  total  of  births  35  were  registered  as  illegiti¬ 
mates. 

DEATHS. 

A  gross  total  of  604  deaths,  which  includes  deaths  of 
residents  and  non-residents  in  the  workhouse  and  of  resi¬ 
dents  in  institutions  beyond  the  district,  has  to  be  assigned 
to  your  district.  Of  these  305  were  males,  and  299  females, 
and  indicate  an  annual  rate  of  mortality  of  2n  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population  for  the  whole  district.  If  we 
exclude  the  workhouse  (in  which  1 1 1  deaths  occurred)  from 
our  calculations,  the  rate  works  out  at  17*3  per  1000,  while 
if  we  still  include  the  workhouse  and  consider  only  the 
deaths  there  of  residents  of  Tunstall  the  rate  is  18*8  per 
1000.  The  incidence  of  mortality  was  heaviest  in  the 
month  of  February,  when  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs 
were  very  prevalent,  and  in  a  high  percentage  of  cases, 
more  especially  among  young  children,  had  a  fatal  termina¬ 
tion.  The  month  of  June  obtained  the  lowest  mortality 
rate. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  some  improvement 
in  a  lowered  death  rate,  which  you  will  observe  from  a 
study  of  the  subjoined  table,  would  be  at  a  much  more 
satisfactory  figure  if  the  blot  of  excessive  infantile  mortality 
were  removed  from  our  records. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

I  regret  to  find  that  the  decline  in  infantile  mortality 
which  took  place  in  1 907  has  not  been  maintained  in  the 
year  under  review,  and  we  are  in  the  unfortunate  position 
of  being  placed  in  the  black  list,  according  to  the  standard 
adopted  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

203  Deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  have  been 
registered  during  the  year,  and  represent  an  annual  rate  oi 
mortality  of  210  per  1000  births  registered.  For  the  previ¬ 
ous  year  the  number  was  167  deaths,  and  the  rate  188  per 
1000  births.  It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1907  the  cli¬ 
matic  conditions  were  favourable  to  a  low  death  rate  from 
Diarrhoea.  During  1908  however  the  deaths  from  Diarrhoea 
(which  amounted  to  24)  have  again  contributed  largely  to 
bring  about  the  unfavourable  comparison  with  the  preced¬ 
ing  year. 
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In  the  subjoined  table  it  will  be  noted  that  40  per  cent, 
of  the  deaths  of  infants  have  been  attributed  to  Prematurity 
Atrophy,  Debility,  Marasmus.  17  per  cent,  to  Convulsions 
and  26  per  cent,  to  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs.  In 
commenting  upon  the  causes  productive  of  the  excessive 
mortality,  it  has  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  female  factory 
labour  is  very  much  in  evidence  in  1  unstall,  and  although 
much  has  been  and  is  being  done  to  lessen  the  injurious 
influences  of  such  upon  the  constitutions  of  young  women 
adopting  factory  work,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  these  in¬ 
jurious  influences  are  too  often  reflected  upon  the  offspring 
of  such  as  become  mothers.  The  neglect  of  home  life 
involved  in  the  system  must  also  be  conceded  as  a  baneful 
factor  in  the  production  of  excessive  infant  mortality. 
Improvement  in  the  conditions  surrounding  factory  labour 
can  only  be  done  by  legislation,  so  that  our  efforts  must  be 
chiefly  directed  to  improve  the  home  surroundings  of  the 
child. 

Your  Sanitary  Committee  have  given  the  subject  much 
earnest  attention,  and  by  the  distribution  of  leaflets  of  in¬ 
struction  through  the  registrar  to  the  mothers  of  new-born 
infants,  and  the  vigorous  methods  adopted  in  cleansing  the 
surroundings  of  the  homes  of  the  people  have  endeavoured 
to  solve  the  problem. 

In  my  opinion  we  must  take  further  steps  to  carry  sani¬ 
tation  into  the  home  by  the  appointment  of  a  Lady  Health 
Visitor,  to  visit  the  homes  of  the  poor  where  births  have 
occurred  and  give  advice  as  to  the  rearing  of  children. 
The  adoption  of  the  Notification  of  Births’  Act  involves 
such  an  appointment,  and  I  believe  in  this  new  departure 
we  have  an  important  means  of  further  improving  the  health 
of  the  people.  You  have  adopted  the  Act  and  I  would 
respectfully  urge  the  sequence  of  your  action  by  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  Lady  Health  Visitor.

Infantile  Mortality  during  the  year  1908. 
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ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

55  Deaths  have  been  attributed  to  Zymotic  diseases, 
including  under  this  heading,  according  to  the  Registrar- 
General’s  classification  the  following  seven: — viz.,  Small 
Pox,  Measles,  Scarlatina,  Diphtheria,  Fevers,  Whooping 
Cough,  and  Diarrhoea.  This  is  a  decrease  of  ten  when 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  is  made  up  mainly 
with  deaths  from  Diphtheria  and  Diarrhoea,  there  being  17 
of  the  former  and  28  of  the  latter.  7  deaths  w^ere  attributed 
to  Enteric  Fever,  5  of  these  having  died  in  the  Isolation 
H  ospital  at  Burslem.  The  remaining  2  had  been  treated 
at  home,  the  disease  having  been  complicated  with  other 
affections. 

The  rate  works  out  at  1*9  per  1000  as  compared  with  2*3 
per  1000  for  the  precede  g  year,  and  219  for  the  year  1907 . 
The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  took  place  almost  entirely 
during  the  months  of  August  and  September,  and  the  inci¬ 
dence  of  mortality  was  wholly  upon  young  children.  During 
these  months  we  had  not  the  protection  afforded  by  the 
low  temperature  and  wet  weather  of  the  previous  year : 
conditions  which  do  not  favour  the  development  of  micro¬ 
organisms  capable  of  infecting  infants  either  by  food  or  in 
some  other  way.  Having  this  in  view,  our  aim  must  be  to 
prevent  the  pollution  of  the  soil  around  the  dwellings  and 
so  lessen  the  risk  of  food  contamination.  Towns  with  the 
most  perfect  scavenging  arrangements,  including  the 
methods  of  removal  of  house  refuse  have  the  least  epidemic 
Diarrhoea. 

The  mortality  from  Diphtheria  has  been  mainly  associated 
with  a  rather  serious  outbreak  of  the  disease  in  Goldenhill 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  17  deaths,  of  which  9 
occurred  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  have  to  be  recorded. 
It  was  my  privilege  to  report  upon  the  matter  to  your 
Sanitary  Committee,  who  have  given  earnest  attention  to 
stamping  out  the  disease.  My  investigations  and  observa¬ 
tions  lead  me  to  the  conclusion  that  the  epidemic  has  been 
caused  by  a  warm  moist  atmosphere  which  we  experienced 
in  November  and  December,  acting  upon  a  polluted  soil. 
The  latter  has  been  caused -by  a  very  defective  and  anti- 
quated  system  of  drainage.  Such  drains  as  have  been 
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opened  up  were  found  to  be  made  of  brick,  broken  and 
leaking,  in  many  places,  into  the  soil  and  even  carried 
under  the  flooring  of  the  house  in  one  instance  to  my 
knowledge. 

I  would  again  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  of  a  thorough 
investigation  into  the  whole  of  the  drainage  system  of  the 
district  with  the  view  of  conversion  into  a  more  satisfactory 
and  sanitary  condition.  Otherwise  I  fear,  on  the  return  of 
the  climatic  conditions,  favourable  to  the  development  of 
the  Diphtheritic  bacillus,  we  shall  have  a  repetition  of  the 


epidemic.

DISEASES  OF  THE  NERVOUS  SYSTEM 

have  caused  89  deaths,  an  increase  of  24  when  compared 
with  the  preceding  year.  A  large  proportion  of  this  num¬ 
ber  is  attributed  to  deaths  from  Convulsions. 
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Convulsions  is  a  word  designating  a  symptom  rather  than 
a  disease.  The  condition  is  commonly  symptomatic  of 
other  disease,  (i)  It  may  be  the  indication  of  brain  dis¬ 
ease,  such  as  meningitis  or  intracranial  tumour,  or  even  a 
fall  on  the  head.  (2)  It  may  be  of  the  nature  of  rigor  and 
indicate  of  an  acute  fever.  (3)  Reflex  irritation  may  cause 
it,  due  to  unwise  diet  or  colic,  or  teething,  or  the  presence 
of  parasitic  worms  in  the  intestines.  (4)  Lastly,  Convul¬ 
sions  may  be  caused  by  toxic  conditions  of  the  blood,  such 
as  uraemia  and  some  cases  of  epidemic  diarrhoea.  These 
four  conditions  do  not  exhaust  the  etiology  of  this  symptom, 
which  is  always  aggravated,  if  not  in  part  caused  by  consti¬ 
tutional  disease  such  as  rickets  and  possibly  syphilis.  But 
be  it  caused  how  it  may,  “Convulsions”  kills  upwaids  of 
13,000  Infants  in  England  and  Wales  every  year,  and  proves 
to  be  most  fatal  in  the  first  weeks  of  life. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRATORY  SYSTEM 

have  caused  105  deaths,  a  decrease  of  35  when  compared 
with  the  preceding  year.  Fully  39  per  cent,  of  this  total 
has  fallen  upon  children  under  1  year.  No  doubt  it  is 
caused  in  part  by  careless  exposure  of  infants  to  cold. 
Infancy  is  a  time  of  very  fine  physical  susceptibility,  and  in 
no  respect  more  so  than  in  bodily  temperature.  The  inci¬ 
dence  of  these  diseases  was  noted  chiefly  in  the  months  of 
February  and  November,  and  is  associated  with  sudden 
seasonal  changes. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  DISEASES 

have  caused  87  deaths,  a  decrease  of  5  when  compared 
with  the  preceding  year.  25  of  the  cases  have  been  caused 
by  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  These  are  diseases  generally 
associated  with  imperfect  ventilation,  overcrowding,  and  a 
want  of  cleanliness  in  the  person  and  surroundings.  The 
measures  to  be  adopted  to  combat  these  diseases  are  pre¬ 
ventive  and  curative.  Under  the  former  heading  may  be 
included  the  improvement  in  the  construction  and  ventila¬ 
tion  of  the  work-rooms  in  many  of  the  potteries,  the 
prevention  of  infection  in  milk  and  bovine  tuberculosis  and 
the  direct  transference  of  the  disease  from  one  sufferer  to 
another. 
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With  regard  to  curative  measures  I  would  respectfully 
urge  the  adoption  of  some  scheme  by  which  sufferers  in 
the  early  stage  of  the  disease  might  have  the  benefit  of 
treatment  at  some  of  the  numerous  Sanatoria  established 
for  treating  the  disease.  With  regard  to  the  more  advanced 
cases  which  might  be  brought  to  your  notice  through  a 
system  of  notification,  they  should  be  regarded  as  infectious 
and  precautionary  measures  adopted  accordingly. 

REMOVAL  OF  NIGHT  SOIL  AND  ASHES. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  this  work  is  being  carried  out  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner,  and  it  is  rare  to  find  any  accumu¬ 
lations  about  the  town.  In  some  instances,  owing  to  the 
existence  of  large  ash  pits,  it  is  necessary  to  empty  their 
contents  into  the  street,  prior  to  collection  by  the  dust 
cart.  This  is  a  very  objectionable  and  unsanitary  practice, 
and  should  be  entirely  abolished  by  the  substitution  of 
galvanized  bins  for  the  existing  ash  pits. 

Continued  progress  is  being  made  in  the  abolition  of  the 
privy  system,  no  fewer  than  126  having  been  converted  to 
water  closets.  From  the  year  1901  to  1908,  1,825  privy 
middens  have  been  converted  to  water  closets. 

The  water  closets  at  present  in  Tunstall  are  as  follows : 

397  Dwelling-houses  having  W.C.  with  proper  flushing 
cisterns. 

2552  Dwelling-houses  having  hand  flushed  closets. 

1 1 3  ,,  ,,  ,,  slop  water  closets. 

6  Schools  having  Latrines  flushed  automatically. 

II  Factories  having  W.C.  with  proper  flushing  cistern.

There  are  1,453  ash  pits  and  2,970  ash  bins  in  the 
district.  The  latter  are  emptied  weekly,  and  the  former 
periodically  as  may  be  found  necessary. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION  AND 
SURROUNDINGS. 

In  addition  to  the  daily  inspections  I  have  made  of  the 
entries  to  and  the  back  premises  of  houses,  in  which  infecti¬ 
ous  diseases  occur  I  have  made  systematic  inspections 
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during  the  year  of  all  the  back  premises  in  the  township, 
and  have  reported  my  observations  to  you  from  time  to 
time.  In  some  of  the  older  parts  of  the  town  the  back 
premises  of  many  of  the  houses  have  been  allowed  to  lapse 
into  a  bad  state  of  repair.  This  is  particularly  the  case  on 
the  south  side  of  Williamson  street,  in  Watergate  street, 
the  west  side  of  America  street,  the  lower  end  of  Clayhills, 
and  in  several  of  the  streets  in  Goldenhill. 

Notices  have  been  served  upon  the  owners  to  obviate 
these  defects,  but  I  regret  to  find  the  response  has  been 
exhibited  in  mnch  too  leisurely  a  manner.  Much  has  been 
done,  but  still  a  great  deal  remains  to  be  done  in  providing 
every  yard  with  a  portable  covered  galvanized  bin  for  the 
collection  of  ashes  and  house  refuse,  and  also  the  total 
abolition  of  open  ash  pits,  one  of  which  having  often  to 
do  duty  for  a  group  of  cottages. 

There  are  numerous  instances  throughout  the  town  of 
yards  being  only  partially  paved.  A  strip  of  ground  is  left 
uncovered  and  but  rarely  is  anything  done  to  cultivate  it. 
It  is  very  desirable  that  this  arrangement  should  be  discon¬ 
tinued.  These  strips  of  ground  should,  in  mv  opinion,  be 
rendered  impermeable  either  by  ashphalting  or  good  brick 
paving.  They  are  at  present  too  often  but  the  receptacles 
for  all  sorts  of  filth  and  house  rubbish. 

BLACK  SMOKE  NUISANCE. 

Your  Sanitary  Committee  have  had  this  subject  under 
consideration  on  several  occasions  during  the  year,  and 
urgent  representations  have  been  made  to  the  manufactu¬ 
rers  to  abolish  the  nuisance.  There  is  now  no  excuse  for 
the  emission  of  black  smoke  from  the  chimneys  of  steam 
boilers,  and  it  is  your  duty  to  insist  upon  the  abolition  of 
this  nuisance. 


LODGING-HOUSES 

are  under  the  control  of  the  Police,  and  their  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  is  reported  upon  to  the  Sanitary  Committee  every 
month.  There  have  been  no  instances  of  infectious 
disease  in  any  of  the  houses  throughout  the  year. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  BAKEHOUSES. 

These  have  been  regularly  visited  and  their  condition 
reported  every  month.  They  all  comply  with  the  regula¬ 
tions,  but  it  would  be  more  in  accordance  with  modern 
ideas,  if  a  public  Abbatoir  were  established  in  the  town. 
However  clean  and  well  conducted  a  private  slaughterhouse 
may  be,  when  m  proximity  to  private  dwellings,  there  are 
sure  to  be  complaints  and  grievances  from  the  residents  of 
these  houses,  concerning  smells  and  effluvia  from  the 
slaughterhouses.

68  cases  of  Diphtheria,  46  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  9  of 
Enteric  Fever  were  removed  for  treatment  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  In  cases  nursed  at  home,  besides  verbal  instruc¬ 
tions,  a  printed  list  of  instructions,  and  an  abstract  from 
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the  Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act  have  been  left  at 
each  infected  house.  The  school  authorities  have  also 
been  notified  of  the  family  affected.  Disinfection  of  rooms 
is  in  all  cases  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  Dis¬ 
infectants  are  supplied  free  for  washing  and  disinfecting  of 
clothing  during  the  progress  of  the  infectious  cases.  Permit 
me  to  urge  the  necessity  of  the  town  being  provided  with 
a  steam  disinfector.

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EDUCATION  COMMITTEE. 


Annual  Report  of  the  School  Medical  Officer 

for  the  Year  1908. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  First  Annual  Report  of  the  work 
done  in  the  Medical  Inspection  of  school  children  in  your 
district  during  the  year  1908. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  you  accepted  my  proposal 
that  during  the  first  year  I  should  confine  my  examina¬ 
tions  to  children  entering  upon  school  life,  and  to  those 
who  were  leaving  school,  leaving  the  examinations  of 
children  in  the  3rd  and  6th  year  of  their  school  life  till 
the  scheme  became  fully  organised.  I  wish  to  place  upon 
record  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable  and  willing  assist¬ 
ance  I  have  received  from  the  Head  Teachers  in  the  clerical 
work,  the  weighing  and  measuring  of  the  children  and  the 
uniform  courtesy  evinced  on  my  visits  to  the  schools. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  parents  of  the  children 
should  attend  in  greater  proportion,  fully  one  half  of  the 
children  examined  being  unrepresented  bv  parents.  There 
is  no  doubt  the  wrork  of  medical  inspection  will  be  of 
incalculable  benefit  to  the  children,  but  in  order  to  obtain 
full  advantage  o|  the  system  personal  interest  of  the  parents 
should  be  manifested  in  nearly  all,  if  not  in  every  case. 

Each  school  within  your  district  has  been  regularly 
visited  each  month  during  the  year,  and  reports  of  the 
work  done  have  been  presented  for  your  consideration  at 
the  end  of  each  quarter. 

The  subjoined  table  gives  the  numbers  of  children 
examined,  classified  as  to  ages,  and  allocated  to  the 
various  schools  : —

1548  children  were  examined  throughout  the  year.  Of 
these  186  were  children  who  had  finished  school  life,  the 
remainder  were  those  commencing. 

The  following  statistics  give  the  results  of  the  examina¬ 
tions  : — 

173  children  were  found  to  be  below  the  average  in 
height  and  weight. 

65  children  were  badly  clothed. 

77  children  exhibited  verv  bad  teeth. 

16  were  suffering  from  defective  nutrition. 

5  were  suffering  from  enlarged  tonsils. 

1  3  were  suffering  from  affections  of  the  eyes. 

4  were  suffering  from  affections  of  the  ears. 

1 7  had  Eczematous  rashes  on  various  parts  of  the  body. 

18  were  afflicted  with  squint. 

24  had  verminous  hair. 

4  children  exhibited  considerable  deafness. 

3  were  affected  with  Rickets. 

2  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Febrile  Catarrh  and 

at  once  sent  home. 
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4  children  exhibited  mental  deficiency. 

2  children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  spinal 
curvature. 

Other  diseases  noted  included — • 

i  of  Itch,  i  of  Ringworm,  and  i  of  Paralysis  of  the 
Arm. 

The  results  of  each  examination  are  recorded  upon  a 
card  which  is  stored  in  a  cabinet,  and  which  will  eventu¬ 
ally  contain  four  records  extending  over  the  whole  period 
of  school  life. 

The  defects  observed  were  pointed  out  to  the  parents 
either  personally  or  communicated  by  card  and  advice 
tendered  as  to  the  best  methods  to  be  adopted  to  obviate 
the  same. 

Of  the  ultimate  beneficence  of  this  legislative  measure  no 
reasonable  person  can  remain  in  doubt.  Inspecting  new 
comers  gives  some  guarantee  that  children  shall  not  begin 
their  school  curriculum  with  defects  which  can  be  remedied. 
Inspecting  those  who  are  leaving  or  shortly  to  leave  may 
be  the  means  of  drawing  attention  to  defects  in  school 
premises,  the  system  of  teaching,  &c.,  which  can  be 
corrected.  How  to  obtain  skilled  treatment  for  the  child¬ 
ren,  to  provide  clothing  for  those  badly  in  want  of  such,  or 
feed  those  who  are  impoverished  are  problems  which  must 
very  soon  receive  your  earnest  attention  for  solution.

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Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report 

For  the  Year  ending  1908. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  your  notice  the 
Annual  Report  of  work  done  in  my  department  for  the 
year  1908. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  work  done,  as  a  result  of 
my  inspection  of  the  district.  You  will  no  doubt  observe 
that  the  work  done  is  greatly  in  excess  of  notices,  in  so 
much  as  in  some  cases  one  notice  embraces  the  existence 
of  various  nuisances  that  require  attention  belonging  to  one 
owner. 

In  addition  to  the  preliminary  notices  served,  various 
nuisances  have  been  abated  on  verbal  notice  only.  The 
greater  portion  of  these  have  been  complied  with,  therefore 
it  was  not  necessary  for  me  to  report  many  cases  to  your 
Sanitary  Committee. 

DRAINAGE. 

During  this  period  17 1  New  Drains  have  been  laid  in 
various  parts  of  your  district,  126  insufficient  and  defective 
Privies  were  converted  to  Water  Closets,  S3  Foui  Water 
Closets  were  opened  and  cleaned,  163  Drains  were  opened, 
cleaned  aud  put  in  proper  repair,  4.  Inspection  Chambers 
to  drains  were  built,  10  Drains  trapped  that  had  a  direct 
connection  with  the  Sewers.  I  received  10  Complaints 
from  householders  respecting  the  condition  of  their  drain¬ 
age  arrangements,  on  examining  and  testing  same  I  found 
these  to  be  defective,  notices  were  sent  to  the  owners  of 
the  respective  properties,  calling  their  attention  to  same, 
these  were  complied  with  and  the  drains  rectified. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  &  KNACKER’S  YARD. 

There  are  1  3  Slaughterhouses  and  i  Knacker’s  Yard  upon 
my  register.  I  have  found  it  necessary  at  various  times 
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during  my  inspection  of  these,  to  call  attention  to  the  want 
of  cleanliness  in  same,  during  the  times  of  slaughtering  of 
cattle,  as  it  is  absolutely  certain  that  too  much  care  cannot 
be  exercised,  or  the  places  kept  too  clean,  where  the 
preparation  of  human  food  is  in  progress.  On  the  whole 
during  the  past  year  there  has  been  some  improvement  in 
this  respect,  but  much  still  remains  to  be  done.  I  have 
visited  these  once  each  week  at  the  times  of  slaughtering 
during  this  period. 

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES  &  MILKSHOPS. 

53  Cowkeepers,  Dairymen,  and  Milksellers  are  upon  the 
register.  I  have  inspected  these  at  various  times  during 
the  year,  and  found  it  necessary  in  i6  ca-es  to  serve  pre¬ 
liminary  notices  for  the  whitewashing  and  cleansing  of 
these,  especially  the  cleaning  out  of  the  manure  prior  to 
milking  of  the  cattle. 

RECEPTACLES  FOR  ASHES. 

During  the  year  several  large  ashpits  have  been  abolished 
and  these  have  been  replaced  with  covered  galvanized  iron 
bins,  also  178  Ash  recepta;  les  have  been  renewed  through 
the  dilapidation  and  otherwise  of  them. 

SMOKE. 

It  was  found  necessary,  after  observations,  to  serve  7 
notices  for  the  undue  emission  of  black  smoke  from  the 
various  chimneys  belonging  to  the  Factories  in  the  town. 
Not  much  improvement  has  been  made  up  to  the  present 
in  this  respect,  with  one  exception.  The  Public  Buildings 
Committee  of  your  Council  have  adopted  a  patent  for  the 
abolition  of  the  smoke  from  the  Baths  Chimney,  and  from 
my  observations  up  to  the  present  time  this  appears  to  be 
working  in  a  satisfactory  manner;  there  being  only  a  slight 
emission  of  grey  smoke  after  a  firing  up.  Much  remains 
to  be  doneEif  we  are  to  prevent  this  undue  emission  of  black 
smoke  from  being  belched  forth  from  the  various  Factory 
chimneys  in  the  town. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  237  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were 
notified,  comprising:  122  Diphtheria,  71  Scarlet  Fever,  31 
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Erysipelas,  io  Enteric  Fever,  and  3  Puerperal  Fever.  Of 
these  123  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  viz.,  68 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  46  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  9 
Enteric  Fever.  I  have  visited  these  premises  and  seen  the 
Patients  safely  placed  in  the  ambulance  where  same  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

In  all  cases  I  inspected  the  premises  with  a  view  to  find¬ 
ing  any  insanitary  conditions  that  would  tend  to  originate 
any  of  the  said  diseases.  In  many  cases  insufficient  drains 
and  privies  and  foul  ashpits  were  condemned,  the  owners 
were  notified  with  regard  to  them,  they  being  afterwards 
put  in  a  sanitary  condition.  The  premises  were  disinfected 
in  all  cases,  and  in  24  cases  the  rooms  were  fumigated 
where  the  patient  had  remained  at  home. 

CANAL  BOATS. 

I  have  inspected  108  Canal  Boats  during  this  period,  and 
found  it  necessary  in  6  cases  to  serve  notices  for  the 
remedying  of  contraventions  under  the  Canal  Boats’  Acts, 
viz.,  Dilapidated  Water  Vessel  1,  Wrongly  marked  and 
numbered  1,  Overcrowded  2,  No  Certificate  1,  Certificate 
not  identifying  Boat  1.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any 
legal  proceedings  in  any  of  the  above  cases,  the  ordinary 
notices  wore  served  for  the  said  contraventions  and  came 
back  within  the  specified  time,  stating  these  had  been 
remedied. 

No  case  of  Infectious  Disease  was  reported  upon  a  Canal 
Boat,  therefore  it  was  not  necessary  for  me  to  detain  any 
Boat  for  disinfecting  purposes.  The  general  appearance  of 
the  Boats  show  an  improvement  each  year.

Individually,  and  in  company  with  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  I  have  made  periodical  inspections  of  the  work¬ 
shops  within  this  district.  Notices  were  served  in  6  cases 
for  the  whitewashing  and  cleansing  of  same. 

I  have  received  two  notices  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  to  remedy  insanitary  conditions  on  a  Factory  and 
Workshop.  In  the  case  of  the  Factory  it  was  necessary  to 
remove  two  W.C.’s  to  another  portion  of  the  works.  The 

Workshop  W.C.  was  out  of  repair,  this  has  since  been 
remedied. 

There  are  no  underground  Bakehouses  within  your 
district,  or  any  whereby  a  sleeping  apartment  is  attached 
or  approached  thereby.
